’TH E brewers complain that they 
can't sell their dealcohollzed 
beer. 
Let them go to the raisin grow­ 
ers and learn how. 
These vineyardists, a few years 
ago. were producing ‘only one-tenth 
of the present raisin crop, bat they 
found that even that was more than 
the people would buy. So they or­ 
ganised. 
They stabilized distribu­ 
tion and marketing and made the 
whole trade boosters. 
They popularized 
raisin 
bread 
and pie. 
They seeded raisins for 
cooking and canned them for the 
tropics. 
They put small packages 
of raisins and of raisin chocolates 
on cigar and news stands. 
They 
are planning to put at least one 
raisin into every bowl of rice in 
China. 
They have revived plum 
duff on the seas. 
And they use 
printer’s ink and enthusiastic sales­ 
men to remind the people how good 
raisins are. The crop has increas 
ed ten-fold, and they sell it all. 
Contrast 
the 
brewers! 
They 
brew a really good drink, and then 
set knockers instead of boosters to 
selling i t They distribute it main­ 
ly through the dwindling channels 
of the few remaining aaloon-type 
barrooms. 
The barkeeper sells it 
with a pitying apology, commiser ! 
ating you on having to drink it, but 
explaining that if it is cold enough 
(he serves it too cold) you may en­ 
dure one or two drinks of it. 
By 
very hypnotism he makes it taste 
bad. 
The expanding channels of more 
legitimate soft drink places have 
not been adequately exploited. Yet 
these places really 
need 
a new 
drink. 
They have exhausted the 
possibilities 
of 
flavored 
sugar- 
water. They need something with 
a 
pronounced, 
palatable 
flavor 
which is not sweet or sour. 
The 
brewers have that drink, and it is 
a good one. the barkeeper’s hypno­ 
tism to the contrary notwithstand­ 
ing. Let them sell it through chan­ 
nels which will boost its non-alco­ 
holism as a virtue, tertstti of apol­ 
ogizing for it as a crime. 
It will 
certainly be no harder than it was 
to induce 
cigar 
stands 
to sell 
raisins. 
If the brewers will boost their 
product, instead 
of 
knocking it, 
they can sell it, Just as the raisin 
growers did.

Ana, Delhi, Diamond, Greenville, 
Paularino, 
Haiper-Fairview 
and 
Newport 
Beach1, and a 
$150,000 
bond issue for grammar 
school 
purposes to be voted, on by 
the 
Santa Ana 
city school 
district 
only, 
Bonds $1000 £acH 
The proposed bonds are to be 
25 year, 4 Mi P«r c®nt bonds of 
$1000 each. 
Funds created for the proposed 
grammar school purposes will be 
used to acquire grounds, erect and 
equip grammar 
school 
buildings 
where "population indicates great­ 
est need.” 
Santa Ana’s grammar schools at 
present, in 
the 
opinion 
of the 
board of education, are overcrowd­ 
ed. The board maintains that pro­ 
vision to 
relieve the 
congestion 
must be made within the coming 
year. 
Under the provisions of the law 
by which a high school district 
may operate a junior high school, 
an elementary district that sends 
any of its pupils to the junior high 
school pays for those pupils only. 
There Is no reason why an 
ele­ 
mentary district cannot continue 
to operate its seventh and eighth 
grades as all of the elementary 
districts in the high school 
dis­ 
trict outside of Santa Ana now do. 
T o Compensate District 
However, the high school 
dis­ 
trict will be compensated for car­ 
ing for any seventh .or 
eighth 
grade pupil from any outside dis­ 
trict of the high school district. 
This compensation 
shall be 
the 
average cost of operating the first 
six 
grades 
of 
the elementary 
school district. 
An 
arrangement 
must be made, however, whereby 
the attendance of the seventh or 
eighth grade pupil must be cred­ 
ited 
to the 
elementary 
district 
from which he comes. This is done 
so that the elementary 
district 
will draw the state apportionment 
made on an attendance basis. 
The proposed new junior 
high 
school would be built in the south­ 
ern part of the city, according to 
present plans. The present junior

H. G. Nelson, 
principal, 
stated today.

name, but later erased 
it.

signed the name of A. C. Clough. 
Hotel employes Bald th at when 
Clough, or Robinson, came to the 
hotel, he appeared ill and a doctor 
was called. The party, it Is assert­ 
ed, remained at the hotel until July 
6, when they went to Julian, where 
Robinson went to work in a mine. 
W hile working, Robinson hurt his 
knee, and the party returned to 
San Diego, July 21. 
The

stayed at a local hotel until Aug. 
I, at Robinson's expense. 
On August 18, Robinson,, it was 
learned, 
registered 
at

that when Robinson came In. he 
was so ill that he was unable t<^ 
sign the register, and he, the clerk, 
f had to register for him.

symptoms, or danger signals of the 
disease are In order th at persons 
afflicted may receive quick tre a t­ 
ment and save their lives.

a year a drive is made with 
far­ 
reaching 
results. 
The 
symptoms 
are easily recognized by the lay­ 
men. The society’s m essage Is one 
of hope. 
Early Action Necessary. 
W hile physicians may disagree on 
some m atters they are of a mind 
In the belief that the one real hope 
for a person afflicted with cancer is 
to obtain early knowledge of the 
fact and act at once. 
In the great 
m ajority of cases the patient re­ 
ceiving and heeding an early warn­ 
ing Is cured.

Jesus to be bis g u est But judging 
from all th at appears he was actu­ 
ated by various motives, none of 
which wag good. The tide of Jesus 
popularity was Tieing, In 
spite of 
the cynicism and opposition of the 
sect to which his host 'belonged. 
Maybe, 
notw ithstanding antagon­ 
ism by leading ecclesiastics, 
this 
young 
teacher 
from 
Nazareth 
would become the moat noted man 
of the day. 
And. if 
he did. thia 
Pharisee— Simon by name—by 
in­ 
viting him to partake of hia hos­ 
pitality, would be in a position to 
claim a part of the credit for the 
renown of the Nazarene prophet. 
H adn't he been among the flint 
to recognise the unusual ability of 
the talented Rabbi, and entertain 
ed him in hia home and that, too. 
when all others of the eect of the 
Pharisee* w ere opposing this un­ 
orthodox teacher?

The miner dies like a 
trapped rat. 
These are facts that must not be ignored in any 
’ consideration of mining problems. 
Mining is 'more 
than muscular effort and hours and pay. 
Men in a 
necessary industry deserve recompense for what the 
industry com pels them to endure. 


WOMAN AS JURORS 


A recent canvass of the situation revealed that 27 
states and the District of Columbia still deny women 
the right to serve on ujries. 
It is a phase of sex dis­ 
crimination difficult to understand. 
Where women are admitted to jury service as they 
are here in our own county they have shown mark­ 
ed ability, and it is stated in many quarters that the 
administration of justice has been improved. 
It is difficult to conceive of a case such as calls 
for jury trial in which women have not a legitimate 
interest as members of society, or on which they arc 


No one can look into our treatm ent of the Cali­ 
fornia Indiana without being utterly asham ed of his 
national government. 
While there has never been 
any intention at Washington to m istreat these In­ 
dians, neither has there ever been reasonable care 
to prevent them from being cheated. 
And all the 
time it has been notorious that the outskirts of every 
Indian settlem ent have been infested with white 
sharpen! seeking to plunder and degrade. 
Almost the only white people who could be inter­ 
ested in our Indians have been excellent persons of 
small means and no business experience. 
They have 
done the bes they could. 
With considerable effort 
they have raised some money, apparently consumed 
mostly in expenses. 
The result has been a Jangle, 
although it Is improbable that there has been any 
peculation. 
W hat our Indians need is the assistance of two 
or three well-known men of the class th at during 
the wa* were known as “dollar-a-year” men. 
A 
small amount of competent paid service is needed, 
for which funds would be promptly supplied on re­ 
quest from men of national reputation. 
And the 
people of California owe it to the Indians whose 
lands we have seized to employ for them a lawyer 
of the highest grade to take their case. 
The other 
necessary expense is mostly clerical, postage and 
printing. 
If the local head of the Red Cross will call upon 
two or three of our best known men of large affairs 
to take up the m atter and see that justice is done 
they will respond and do the job. 
It is not a case 
for charity or sentim ent. 
It Is a case of doing 
justice. 
The inexperienced do not know how to get
